“How about the dirt?”

SWEATING, 

“We haul our grapes, when gath- 
ered up from the ground, to the pack- 
ing house. Then they are pleced 10 
the sweat-boxes. For sweat-boxes | 
am using ordinary orange packing- 
boxes, which hold forty or fifty pounds 
each. sre more convenient to 
handle than the very large boxes in use 
elsewhere, and answer equally well. 
Tne boxes are piled up on top of one 
another and it is not necessasy to pro- 
vide for ventilation between them. I 
never found any heat generated io our 
boxes in sweating. We leave the ruis. 
ins in the boxes about a week. Two 
weeks would be better, but we are gen- 
erally auxious to get to packing and 
we cut the time short. The raisins 
will cure just as well in the shippin 
boxes, only there is danger that 1 
they are packed too moist, they will 
crush and soil the papers. 

PACKING. 

“We employ women largely in pack- 
ing raisins in the boxes. Hitherto we 
have had about 25 packers at work, 
but this season we expect to have 75 
or 80, or possibly 100. The raisins are 
pressed in five-pound frames and in- 
serted in the boxes in layers according 
to the usual methods. We put them 
up in 5, 10 and 20-pound boxes; mostly 
the last. 

“We have lately added to our pack 
ing machivery a press for branding 
boxes, and all of this work will now be 

e at home.’ 
A FALSE REPORT CORRECTED. 

Referring to the probabie output of 
raisins in California this year, Mr. 
McPhervon said: 

“I see you published a report the 
other day, on the authority of a Los 
Angeles dealer, that the late hot 
weather had benefited the raisin crop, 
rather than damaging it, and that the 
crop of the State would be 400,000 or 
500,000 boxes. That is ail wrong. 
When a mao says that excessive bot 
weather benefits raisins,-or that the 
yield wilt be double what it is, he has 
® pur in view, or else he 1s very 
iga>rant. )I am certain that the raisin 
product of the State this year will not 
reach 800,000 boxes. Before the hot 
weather I estimated the yield at 400,- 
000 boxes, but now I put it down one- 
quarter. My investigations lead me to 
believe that, in portion of Fresno, 
the crop has suffered to the extent ot 
40 per cent., in another portion of the 
same settlement 25 per cent. In Yolo, 
Riverside and Orange it has suffered 
fully 25 per cent. 

HOW IT HAPPENS. 

“The theory of dam from hot 
weather is this: The Muscat grape 
grows to a certain point—ebout half 
size—and then stops while the seeds 
are forming and hardening. Then, in 
about three weeks, it takes a quick 
start and fills out to ite normal size, 
aud thea tipens. This year the hot 
spell caught the pes just as they 
were swelling, ind it forced them to 
maturity too rapidiy. You will find, 
all reports to the contrary, that the 
raisins this year are rot up to the best 
standard. They are lacking somewhat 
in saccharine qualities. 

RETURNS — WAYS OF BUYING. 

“The returns to growers this year 
will average about $100 an acre on 
first-class vineyards. Some may go 
$75 an acre, and thence up to $125 and 
$150. We are paying, according to 
time of ripening and quality, from $17 
to $18 and $20 a ton. The earliest 
and finest bring the latter price. Those 
that we buy at a distance must be put 
down in Orange at these prices. 
are not buying in the sweat boxes this 

ear,and think that this practice is 
ing generally abandoned. We buy 
mostly on the vines and by the acre. 
Sometimes we weigh the gra as 
they come from the viney and, 
again, we average up by picking aod 
weighing every tenth vine in every 
tenth row aad multiplying by one 
bundred. 

“Altogether, considering the probs- 
bly increased demand in Eastern mar. 
kets, and the fair yield, it is guing to 
be a satisfactory year for raisin pro- 

ucers.”

Some Practicai Thoughts About 
Herses 

The fast walker is the horse for bus- 
iness on the country roads, the city 
streets and the farm. A horse that 
will walk a mile inside of twe've muin- 
utes, is of more practical value to the 
farmer than one that can trot a mile in 
2:40. The difference between a slow 
aud « fast walking team on a farm 
mekes the difference between plowing 
one and a half scres a day, or two; 
cultivating six acres of corn or eight; 
cutting ten acres of or twelve; 
going to town five miles away in one 
hour or taking ‘two for it. But how 
much pains do the fair associations 
take to develop this gait in horses by 
establishing walking races and giving 
premiums! So far as we have 
premium liste of fairs, ot 
one offers 4 premium for fast walking 
horses. If the farmers would serve 
their own interests and make those 
agricultural fairs of more practical 
value, they would discountenance so 
much jockeying and ecrub horee rac- 
ing at the fairs, and add other and 
more elevating features. 


It often happens that a pacer results 
from the usion of thoroughbred 
racehorse with a trotting mare. If we 
were inchned to theorize upon this 
fact we should say that the pucing 
gait is acompromise between the trot 
and a gallop, and that the union of a 
mare having very strongly defined 
trotting action with a horse whose 
inclination leads him to a gal- 
lop, will generally produce either « 
a horse that can easily be in- 

uced to pace.— Canadian Breeder. 


The trouble in bot weather is, that 
the horse, cannot replenish 
rapidly enough to enable him 
to keep up a severe strain continu- 
ously, simply because the appetite and 
digestion are weakened, and the re- 
laxing effect of the heat is enervating. 
This emergency may be met by driv- 
ing in the early morning and in the 
after part ofthe day. If the drive 
continues all day, one of the best 
modes of reiief is to now and then get 
in the shade for half an hour, loosen- 
ing the check; and while taking this 
little respite ifthe horse can get ac- 
cess to a bite of grasss for five or teu 
minutes, this will be found to be won- 
derfully inspiring. Driving with ; 
check short enough to give wearines 
to the neck when the heat 1s debilitat. 
ing, is oneof the most unwise prac 
tices that can be ventured upon. The 
horse, if checked up at all, should 
have this done very moderately, and 
an occasional stop at the water trough, 
the check being taken off, will give 
great relief. Frequent wateriog, 8 
small amount being indulged in, 1 
best; and the principal feed should 
be given at night, that it may be eaten 
at leisure and digested, and assimilated 
before morning. To impose the car- 
tying of peck or more of 
withia the digestive organs when 
under exertion spaten and should, 
whenever possible to do so, be avoided.

Eight Thousaud Piymeouth Kecks. 
Americen Poultry Journal.} 

W.J.5. inquires about a. poultry 
farm of 8000 Plymouth Rocks. It is 
owned and carried on by A. C. Hiw- 
kins, at Lancaster, near Boston, Maas. 
He caiculates to have about 8000 
fowls every fall, and carries over 2500 
laying hens throurh the winter. At 
the present ume he has 12,000 includ- 
ing all sizes. His farm contains 25 
acres. His buildings are situated on 
the south slope of a hill and comprise 
six or seven sheds 200 feet in length 
Each shed is divided into’apartments 
of 12 by 20 feet and about 25 hens are 
kept in esch division. A yard is made 
in front of eaeh apartment so that the 
fowls of exch are by themselves. 

Mr. Hawkims believes that if con- 
fined poultry have all their wants at- 
tended to they will do as well in egg- 

roducing as if allowed free range. 

e@ bases this beiief upon several 
tests. Ia hatching time he sets 200 
hens on-one day, and puts 500 eggs in 
an incubator which is due to hatch on 
the same day, the chikens from which 
will be distributed among the 200 
hens. Bostow is one of the best mark- 
ets for fancy prices for eggs and 
poultry,aod bis sales of fowls and 
eggs for hatching at fancy prices are 
large, about 90 per cent. being protit. 
He also nas a standing order for sixty 
to ninety dozen of eggs daily, for 
whieb he Se the bighest market 
price.

COINING MONSY FROM OYSTER SHELLS, 

A novel use, seye an Eastern paper, 
is being made of oyster shells by a 
Hartford, Conn., mat, who is coining 
money in his new enterprise. The 
shells are placed in a patented mill 
and ground. It has a capacity of five 
tonsa day. By an ingenious arrange. 
ment sieves are kept at work assorting 
the dust into fine, coarse, and insuf- 
ficiently treated. The fine and the 
coarse are taken by elevator belts to 
the floor bclow, where, through canvas 
chates, regulated ty wooden sides, 
barrels are rapidly filled. The pro- 
duct is sold for chicken feed. Twenty 
tons and more are sent yearly to San 
Francisco. Ord rs are filled from the 
Western States, Bermuda and the 
Sandwich Islaads have been supplied.

The parapets were constructed with 
bags filled with sand, seventeen feet 
high and eight feet thick, avd the 
front of the parapet was filled with 
sand on &)evel with the top. The par- 
apet was pierced for embrasures, and 
plank platforms for working the can- 
aon completed the battery. 

Oo the 24th the writer was ordered 
by Colonel Baker, 4th Illinois volun- 
teers, to detail a working party, with 
shovels, of ninety mea from companies 
Eaod F,and report for du y to the 
commanding officer of the naval bat- 
tery at 6 o'clock p.m. 

Vo reporting to the officer, the 
duties assigned to the detail was to re- 
move the sandhill and obstructions in 
front of the battery. Before daylight 
the obstructions were all, removed, a 
magazine in rear of the battery was 
constructed, and every preparation 
completed for action at daylighi. 

No discovery of the operations had 
been made by the Mexicans while the 
battery was being constructed, al- 
though constant firing from the bat- 
teries on our right and from the city 
and castle had continued through the 
night. 

The monster guns were mounted 
upon their carriages. Sailors from the 
fleet, who were to man the guns, were 
ready, anxiously awaiting the break of 
day,.while they chuckled at the great 
rurprise and astonishment which they 
would give and greet the Mexicans ip 
the morning. At daylight the detail 
returned tv camp, where, from the au- 
jacent sandhills, a good view was had 
of the city and the American batteries. 
As soon as day dawned, the Mexi- 
cans discovered the battery immedi. 
ately in theif front, and an unusual 
commotion was observed in the city 
and in their batteries. At sunrise a 
gun from the naval battery gave notice 
that they were ready for the conflict. 
The Mexican forces in front seemod 
astonished and surprised that this new 
assailant had sprung up io the night, 
aod with al) tne malignity, bravado 
and force possible. 
their batteries on the city front, five in 
number, were concentrated »nd poured 
upon the naval battery; and this con 
ceptrated fire was continued for sev- 
eral hours with no diminution, and 
with no perceptable effect on the naval 
battery, which returned the fire as 
calmly and quietly as if there were no 
disturbing influences around it. 

This fierce cannonade was continued 
by both sides from sunrise until 2 p. 
m., when the fire of the Mexicans be- 
gan to slacken, and at 4 
batteries were nearly silenced, only an 
occasional gun boing fired. 

From our point of observahon we 
could see the effects of the fire from 
the naval battery, as each shot or shel! 
from those monster guns pierved the 
city walls, built of coral taken from 
the ocean, they crumbled and fell; 
guns were dismounted in the batteries ; 
and at the close of the day the defences 
of the city were so far destroyed that 
the approaches were favorable for an 
assault, which was being plaaned by 
General Scott for execution the next 


y. 

Duriog the following night the mor- 
tar batteries continued tu throw their 
moaster ehells into the city.

lege, London. After his graduation at 
the Loudon University he was ap- 
porated, in 1852, a University Scholar. 
Eatering Trinsty College, Cambridge, 
he took his bachelor’s degree with 
classical bonors in 1854. 
slready obtained the Chancellor's prize 
for Eoglish verse, by a poem on the 
lo 1854 he was or- 
dained deaccn, and in 1857 was ad- 
For sev- 
eral years he: was assistant master of 
Harrow School, and from 1871 to 1876 
he filled the position of bead master otf 
tales of

Little by Little,’ “St. Winifred’s; Or,

Home’’—were widely read. Dr. Far- 
rar was select preacher before the Uni-

la 1876 he was appvinted one of the

The ceiling is of cast iron with large 
skylights. The skylights are glazed 
with an ornamental glasa and in the 
centre of everyone of the lights are the 
arme of a State or Territory embiaz- 
oned in colored glass. It is very beau- 
tiful with the sunlight stealing through 
in softened rays, making all the colors 
of the rainbow, and no less beautiful 
at night when it is lighted by 1500 
jets of gas which are placed above the 
glass aud whch throw down 
a sott light almost like the sunlight. 
Ali of these many jets are lighted 1n- 
stantly, like our electric lights, by 
means of electricaty: The area of this 
room is 12,027 square feet, and it con- 
tains 465,372 cubic feet of space. 
About 5,0000 persons could stand in it 
if crowded as it sometiines is on rere 
occasions. 

The room has no windows through 
which to let in the fresh air, but it is 
ventilated by numerous openirgs in the 
walls and floor, through which air 
which is warmed in the cold weather 
by steam pipes in the basement, is 
torced by fan sixteen feet 
in diameter. This fan is kept in mo- 
tion by a steam engine and it is cap- 
ible of supplying 100,000 cubic feet 
of air every minute, thus renewing all 
the air in this great hall every five 
minutes. 

This engine and fan are placed in 
the cellar under the northwest corner

AN INTERESTING FIND. 


Property of an Seldier Hidden 
Under the Seven Piuce Battic- 
theta. 

Obio State Journe!.) 

Mr. E. A. Hildreth, while on the re- 
cect excursion of the Board of Trade to 
Old Point Comfort, found an interesting 
relic of the battle of Seven Pines, near 
Richmond, Va, It is of especial in- 
terest in Columbus, as will be seen. 
John Hall, a farmer who now owns 
part of the land on which the celebrat- 
ed conflict occured, while plowing in s 
tield a few weeks ago ran across an up- 
right steel ramrod which appeared to 
have been driven down for a purpose 
—evidentiy as mark for 
below. Mr. Hall dug into the groan 
and about two feet below the surface 
found a leather pocket-book and « 
sma!! volume of the Book of Mark, tied 
together with a leather shoestring. 
The ramrod passed between the twin- 
ings of the string. The articles were 
ia a much better state of preservation 
than would be expected, but were still 
a good dea! decayed. The print io the 
book had been entircly obliterated, 
and but for the impression on the 
leather binding it would have been 
im possible to say what the volume had 
been 


The pocket-book was found to con- 
tain seven large copper cents, a $5 gold 
piece, a $2.50 gold piece, three $1 gold 
xeces and some change in silver. Be- 
sides these there were some paper 
uments, one of them appearig to bea 
note for $1300. 

But the thing most remarked by Mr. 
Hildreth, who was shown the .rticies 
and allowed to bring one of the 
coppers home with him, was a letter 
dated “Columbus, Franklin county, 
Ohio, ——13, 1863,” the name of the 
month being undecipherable. The ink 
in places had disappeared entirely, and 
very little could be read without the 
aid of a magnifying glass. It began: 
“My Dear Son-—I send you a box 
in which you will find a cake baked 
by your cousin Sufe, and then”—the 
reat of the sentence being obliterated. 
Further slong it continued: “Your 
aunt Sarab has been sick with typhoid 
fever, but is”— All the rest with the 
signature was so dim as to be illegible. 
The holder of these relics guards 
them with the most jealous care. Mr. 
Hildreth wanted to bring them to 
Columbus for identification, and 
offered to leave $50 as a surety that 
be would return them. Mr. Halli 
would not let him have them, saying 
that he would deliver then only to the 
man who hid them or some connection 
who proved his right to them. It is 
possible that some one will see this 
who can throw light upon the peculiar 
case or make known who the owner 
was.

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


A Delicate Germ.— The dreaded 
comma bacillus, the germ of cholera, 
has proven to be a quite tedder organ- 
ism, which is quickly killed by dry- 
ing, by a heat of 140 degrees Fabren- 
heit, and by many alkalies and acids. 
The process of putrefaction sls» de- 
stroys it in a few hours. In the human 
body the bacillus lives, on the average, 
only six days after the attack; in 
reoist earth it survives from fourteen 
to sixteen days; in distilled water, 
twenty days; in sea water, sixty-four 
to eighty-one days; and in the bilge 
water of an iron ship, thirty-two days. 
After these intervals the danger of 
contagion ceases. In common with 
other disease germs, the bacilius ap- 
pears to have remarkable power of 
enduring cold.

Chow-Chow: Chop fine one dozen 
cucumbers, one dozen old onions, one 
dozen bell peppers and three dozen 
large green tomatoes; sprinkle over 
them a coffee-cupful of salt, and jet 
them stand all night. In the morning 
drain off and throw away the juice, 
and add to the mixture as much good 
cider vinegar as will cover it, a teacup- 
ful of sugar, es teacupfal of und 
mustard, whole spices, cloves, allspice, 
mace, cinnamon, celery seed, and mus- 
tard seed to taste; boil siowly, for two 
hours, watching carefully that it does 
not burn. When done, add and stir in 
well a half teacuptul of olive oil.
